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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-19, drawn to an air cleaner, classified in class 55, subclass 490. 

II. Claim 20, drawn to a method of manufacturing a filter, classified in class 264, 
subclass 241. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions II and I are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the 
product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process, such as by one that 
uses a unitary framework that is molded around the media. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. During a telephone conversation with Mara Liepa on July 27, 2005 a provisional election 
was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of Group I, claims \-\9. Affirmation of 
this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. Claim 20 is withdrawn 
from further consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1 . 142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected 
invention. 
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5. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 
1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.17(f)- 

Specification 

6. The incorporation of essential material in the specification by reference to an unpublished 
U.S. application, foreign application or patent, or to a publication is improper. Applicant is 
required to amend the disclosure to include the material incorporated by reference, if the material 
is relied upon to overcome any objection, rejection, or other requirement imposed by the Office. 
The amendment must be accompanied by a statement executed by the applicant, or a practitioner 
representing the applicant, stating that the material being inserted is the material previously 
incorporated by reference and that the amendment contains no new matter. 37 CFR 1 .57(f). 
This objection refers to the references on pages 1, 2, 8 and 14 to unpublished U.S. applications 
and foreign publications. 

Claim Rejections -35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

8. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Edwards et al. 
(4,955,996). 
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9. Edwards et al 4 996 teach a filter cartridge comprising first and second opposite ends, a 
flow exit aperture (51) through the first end, filter media (45) extending between the ends, outer 
framework (44) having a permeable outer surface circumscribing the media, an axial seal ring 
(56) circumscribing the flow exit aperture, and a non-threaded cross bar (102) positioned 
adjacent to and spaced from the first end for rotational engagement of studs (101) (see figures, 
col. 6, lines 24-49). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

10. Claims 2-17 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

1 1 . Claims 1 8 and 1 9 are allowed. 

12. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record fails to disclose or suggest an air cleaner that has a second open end and a removable end 
cover having a precleaner comprising a shield having a spiral ramp on its outer surface, a dust 
drop tube adjacent the first end, and a side air flow inlet adjacent the second end. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
